Reverend STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN is described in the Fourth 
Report, Un-American Activities Committee in California, 19^^3, 

Page 115, as a very active "Communist fronter" and connected with 
numerous "Communist front organizations and activities". 

Membership in the First Unitarian Church' does not, of 
itself, connote membership in or. sympathy with the Communist Party.

Source six, on March 30, I969, advised that a 
meeting of the LAB-YSA was held in Los Angeles on that same 
date. An anti-v/ar report vjas given at this meeting. It 
vjas reported that all YSA males \4ould act as defense monitors 
at the peace march and rally in anticipation of trouble 
from Cubans, XX' wa.3 reported that the LAB-YSA vjants to 
keep this demonstration peaceful since the military code 
prohibits military personnel from participating in violent 
demonstrations. The anti-war report further indicated that 
the Long Beach Chapter of the Peace and Freedom Party will 
have a car caravan coming to Los Angeles from Long Beach 
for the purpose of participating in the demonstration. 

The Peace and Freedom Party is a legally 
constituted political party in the State 
of California. 

Source seven advised that the National Socialist 
V/hite People’s Party (NSWPP) (see Appendix) held a meeting i n 
Los Alleles, CallfonvU on March 29, 1969* 

the group leader of the NSWPP, advised that appro5clmately20 , 
members and supporters have indicated that they would parti- 
clpate in a '’counter-demonstration" against the peace march 
on April 6, 1969. Some members w^^be in uniform wearing 
Nazi armbands. At this meeting, further stated 
that he vjould contact the Los Angeles Police Department and 
advise them of their plans to inarch approximately 100 feet 
In front of the vanguard of the peace parade. 

Source eight has advised that the GIWAV/ filed an 
application for a parade permit for a peace march scheduled

on April 6, 1969. This application w as dated February 4, 1969 
and was signed requested permission 

to have 100 units or ipo people in each xmit marching in the 
demonstration. The person shown on the application as being 
in charge of the parade was James Boggio, Source eight advised 
that this parade permit was subsequently granted by the Los 
Angeles Police Department. ,

On March 20, 196 $, source nine advised that GIWAV/ 
held a meeting on March 19, 1969 at 555 North Western Avenue, 
Los Angeles, California. This source stated that at this 
meeting, Janes Boggio made the statement that he hopes to 
have approximately 25 active duty military personnel present 
at this peace march and rally. No identities were disclosed. 


Source nine also advised that the announcement v/as 
made at this meeting that Bishop James Pike and Paul Halvonik 
have both agreed to be speakers at the rally follov^ing the 
April 6 peace march. 

Bishop James A^pike o f the Episcopal Diocese of 
CSXifomia, has ma3e several public speeches 
criticizing U. S, involvement in Vietnam and on 
one occasion urged yoxmg men to refuse to go 
into the Armed Forces, and further urged they 
give serious consideration to conscientious 
objection on a mass basis. 

Paul'*Balvon3.k la. self-described in the above 
throv/away, furnished by source 2, as a defense 
lawyer for the Presidio 27. The Presidio 27 were 
GIs court-martialled for mutiny in March of I969 
at San Francisco, California.

Source nine also advised that at this--14a^h 19, I969 
meeting of GIWAW, Boggio also announced t.ha». 
an active. duty U. S, Navy nurse in the San Francisco, 1 , 
California area, v/ill speak at the rally. Boggio stated that — 
this is on the provision that she is not assigned to weekend 
duty in San Francisco. 

The ”Los Angeles Times", a local newspaper 
published daily in Los Angeles, reported on 
February 4, 19^9 that Lieutenant jg Susan 
Schnall was a Navy nurse who participated in 
anti-^Jar activities in San Francisco, and was 
sentenced to six months hard labor. The sen- 
tence v;as immediately suspended and she v/as 
ordered back to active duty pending review of 
parts of her sentence by the Judge Advocate 
General in Washington and the Military Court 
of Appeals. 

Source one advised that a 24-hour vigil in memory 
of Martin Luther King will take place at the new Federal 
Building, Los Angeles, California, on April 4, 5> and 6, 1969 • 
This vigil is being sponsored, in part, by the PAC. Present 
plans call for participants in this vigil to march to Mac Arthur 
Park on April 6, 1969, at 3;00 p.m,, and Join the rally there.

Women's Inxerrtatlonal Strike for Pease 

A source advised on i'iay 27> 19^8? that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall of I 96 I, as an affiliate of the 
national organisation formed that year in Washington, D. C. 

It is a peace oriented women's organisation which is opposed 
to the present American foreign pollcj’’ in Vietnam. It has 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abolition 
of the House Committee cn Un-Axericar. Activities. In addition 
to conducting nuirj^rous letter writing campaigns which concern 
current United States civil rights and foreign policy problems, 

WSP locally has become quite active in draft counseling and draft 
leafleting. Counseling, in the form of providing information 
concerning alternatives to the draft, and distributing leaflets 
providing this information have taken place on an increasingly 
consistent pace. Much of the leafleting takes place adjacent to 
high school campuses and in shopping centers. WS? feels that these 
methods of opposing United States interventiert in Vietnam have been 
quite effective and more effective than frequent participation In 
demonstrations protesting the war in Vietnam. 

The same source stated that WSP is a non-membership 
organization and has r.o officers. The organizati-’n is open 
to women of all political opinions who are interested in world 
peace. It makes no effort to exclude from its activities members 
of, or persons sympathetic to, the Communist Party and related 
groups . 


The ^dd>ng force behind the Southern California 
WSP groups is A second source advised in July, 

1955> that was dropped from the Western Division, Los 

Angeles County Communist Party (H^CCP) in the spring of 1955> for 
personal reasons and not because of any political differences with 
the LACCP. 

The first source advised that Southern California WSP 
maintains its office at 5899 West Pico Boulevard, Los Angeles, 
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LOS ANGELES COMMITTEE FOR DEFENSE OF THE BILL OF RIGHTS, 
formerly known as Los Angeles Committee for 
Protection of Foreign Born (LACD3R) 


A source advised in May, 19^8, that the LACDBR has 
expanded its former scope of interest relating to the foreign 
born, and has become a militant general defense organization 
allegedly seeking to safeguard the rights of all individuals, 
including the Foreign Bom, as well as those seeking to avoid 
military service in the Armed Forces of the United States. 

The IACD3R is a non-membership organization which is 
represented by an Administrative Board of about 125 individuals 
from loosely organized area committees interested in the work 
of the lACDBR. These board members are invited by ROSE CHERNIN, 
Executive Director of the lACDBR, who is the guiding, dominant, 
and motivating force behind the LACDBR. Its headquarters are 
maintained at 326 West Third Street, L-os Angeles, California. 


Another source advised j.n May, 1968 , that ROSE CHERNIN 
is currently Organizational Secretary of the Moranda Smith 
Section of the Southern Califcmia District Communist Party 
(SCDCP) . 
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NATIONAL SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLE’S PARTY 
Also Known As The American Nazi Party, 
American Nazis, The World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists, 
the George Lincoln Rockwell Party 


On May 29, 19^8, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that the American Nazi Party ~ 

World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS) 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKVJELL at Arlington, Virginia, 
on February 26, 19^. It was based upon the concept of an inter- 
national "National 'Socialist'' movement, as espoused by the German 
Nazi Party, which was headed by ADOLF HITLER. The ANP - WUFENS 
supports and follows the line of hatred against Negroes, Jews and 
Communists, through speeches, published literature, demonstrations, 
and publicity-seeking devices for the purpose of seeking a legitimate, 
dominant political party within the United States and in foreign 
countries. 


"The Richmond News Leader" issue dated April 4, 19^3, 
published daily at Richmond, Virginia, stated that this organization 
is chartered in the State of Virginia as "The George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party" and that the Virginia Assembly prohibits the use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia-chartered organization. 
As of January 1, 19^7, the official name of this organization was 
changed to "National Socialist White People’s Party", according 
to Commander ROCKWELL. 

On August 25, 1967, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL was assassinated 
in Arlington, Virginia, near the ANP Headquarters Building. The 
August 2o, 1967 issue of the "Northern Virginia Sun", a daily news- 
paper published at Arlington, Virginia, stated that MATTHIAS 
KOEHL, JR., took command of the party after ROCKWELL’S assassination. 
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APPENDIX 

PEftCE ACTION COUNCIL 


The "People’s World", a weekly west coast communist 
newspaper, in its issue of November 5, 19^6, in an article on 
Page 3> describes the Peace Action Council (PAC) as, "a coordinating 
agency for peace activists" which conducts emergency mobilizations 
and demonstrative actions against the war in Vietnam. 

On July 22, 1966, a source reported that the PAC, 
which has also been Knovm as the Greater Los Angeles Peace 
Action Council (GLAPAC), was formed during the early summer of 
1966, for the express purpose of protesting the war in Vietnam 
during the National Governors’ Conference held in Los Angeles, 
California from Ju^' 4 to July 8, 1986. Following the conclusion 
of that conference, the PAC members decided to continue as a 
coordinating group to sponsor similar protest demonstrations at 
later dates. 


This source was recontacted on Kay 8, 1988, and reported 
that the PAC continues to operate under the same basic concept. 










APPENDIX 

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 



The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962 j The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of protesting 
the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop a conscientious 
objector status, denouncing United States intervention in the war 
in Vietnam, and to ''radically transform" the university community, 
and provide for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, 

General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United States International in San Francisco, 
California, on May l4, 1963 , described the SDS as a part of the 
"responsible lef t'''^which the Party has "going for us". At the 
June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist proviso 
was removed from the SDS constitution. In the October 7 > 1966 , 
issue of "New Left Notes", the official publication of SDS, an 
SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists in SDS and 
they are welcome. The national headquarters of this organization 
as of July 24, 1968, was located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. 
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"YOUNG SOCIALIST" 


The "Young Socialist” is a magazine published five? 
times a year by the Young Socialist Alliance. The October, ,19^4, 
edition, the initial edition utilizing the magazine format, 
relates that this magazine succeeds the "Young Socialist" nev/s- 
. paper in an effort to provide "more facts on more general issues 
than a small newspaper can." 

The "Yoimg Socialist" newspaper was foriftcrly described 
as the official organ of the Young Socialist A13.iar!ce (YSA). 

The "Young Socialist" maintains office space at the 
headquarters of tlrje YSA, Rooms 53?-536» Union Square West.

YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 


The May^ i 960 issue of the "Young Socialist" C^S), 

Page Column 3j disclosed that during April 15-17j i 960 , a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" 

(YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nationv/ide 
supporter clubs of the publication YS, 

The above issue. Page 6, set forth the Pounding Declaration 
of the YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA recognizes the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only existing political leader- 
ship on class struggle principles of revolutionary socialism. 

On May 10, 1967 , a source advised that the YSA v;as 
formed during 1957 ^ by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SUP. The source further 
advised that the YSA has recently become more open about admitting 
that it is the youth group of the SWP and that an SWP representative 
has publicly stated that the YSA is the SWP's youth group. 

The National Headquarters of the YSA are located in 
Rooms 532 - 536 , 4l Union Square West, New York City. 

On October 31i 1967, a second source advised that at 
the 22nd National Convention of the SWP held in New York City 
from October 26, 1967 , to October 29 , 1967, it was stated that the 
YSA remained as the main recruiting ground for new SWP members. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant 

to Executive Order 10450. 

A characterization of "Young Socialist" 

is set out separately. 
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YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE - LOS ANGELES 


On May 13, I 968 , a source advised that in February, 

1959j an unnamed organization was fohned in Los Angeles by youth 
members of the Socialist Workers Party (SV/P) to support the nevjspacer 
"Yeung Socialist" (YS)._ This organization was formed as a result 
of the National Conference of Young Socialist Supporters held in 
Detroit, Michigan, in December, 1958, where a loose national 
organization was created arouns the YS with headquarters in New 
York City. 

The organization remained unnamed, although commonly 
referred to as th^ Los Angeles Conunittee of Young Socialist 
Supporters (LACYSS) until February, i960, vihen they adopted the 
name Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), 

A second National Conference of YS Supporters was held 
April 15 - 17 , 19 ^ 0 , at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, at which the 
national organization YSA was created. The YSA at Los Angeles is 
an integral part of the national organization and receives its 
directives from YSA Headquarters in New York City. 

The YSA in Los Angeles is actually the youth organization 
of the SV/P and follows the SWP aims and purposes to the letter. 

The SWP has been designated by the Attorney 

General of the United States pursuant to 

Executive Order 10450.

The committee is an outgrowth of the Spring 
Mobilization Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam, which sponsored large demonstrations 
protesting United States policy In Vietnam, 
in San Francisco, California, and Nevj York City 
on April 15 , 1967 . 

The U. S. House of Representatives, Committee 
on Uru'imerican Activities, in a report dated 
March 31 , 1963, stated that the SMC and 
April 15 , 1967 anti-war demonstrations were 
communist inspired and dominated. 


On April 6, 1969 , Special Agents of the FBI observed 
peace march demonstrators assembling in the vicinity of 
Wilshlre Boulevard and 0::iord Avenue. Los Angeles, California, 
at appro::imately 12:00 noon. By 12:45 p.m., it was observed 
that appro2:irAately 500 demonstrators had gathered with the 
continuous arrival of other demonstrators. Nuraerous Viet Cong 
and National Liberation Front (NIF) flags were observed to be 
on display by these demonstrators .

The Peace and FreedDti- Party ts a legally 
constituted political party in the State 
of California. 

On January 12, 1969^ source three advised 
that the QFP are a loose-knit group of 
individuals of the Q-uaker faith, residing 
in the Los Angeles area, v/ho publicly 
display their opposition to United States 
Involvement in Vietnam. 

By app^ximately 2:00 p.m. it was observed that the 
crowd of deraonstrators had grown to approximately 1,500. 

•At approximately 1:50 p.m., the rumor circulated 
through the crowd of demonstrators that an American Flag had 
been burned by these demonstrators. This event was not observed 
by either of the Los Angeles Police Pepartment present at that 
time. 


On April 7, 1959, source three advised no reports were 
received at the Los Angeles Police Department substantiating 
this rumored burning of an American Flag on the day prior. The 
peace march got under way at approximately 2:00 p.m., proceeding 
east on Wllshlre Boulevard, with the demonstrators marching in 
the organizations as given above.

Bj.ack Panther Party for Self Defense 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party ^BPP) was started during December, 1966 , in Oakland, Calif- 
ornia, ito organize black people so they can take control of the 
life, piolitics, and the destiny of the black community. It v/as 
organized by BOBBY GEO-ROE SEALS, BPP Chairman, and HUEY P. NEWTON, 
BPP Minister of Defense. NEWTON is presently serving a sentence 
of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in connection 
with the killing oP'an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther" which 
further describes itself as the "Black Community News Service", 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black 
people. Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
against the police v;ho are consistently referred to in the publi- 
cation as "pigs" who should be hilled. 

"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 19^8, contains 
an editorial by B?P Mini.'Ster of Education, GEORGE MASON I-IURRAY, 
which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everyv/herel Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revo.lutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everyvrhere . " 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing in 
the October 5j 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement 
"...we will not dissent from American Government. We will overthrow 
it". 


Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairrear, MAO Tse-tung of the People’s Republic 
of China, and feature MAO's statement that "political power grows 
out of the barrel of a gun." 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 3106 
Shattuck Avenue , Berkeley, California. Branches have been established 
at various locations thj ...ughout the United States.

A source advised on May 8, 1968, that the premises 
of the First Unitarian Church of Los Angeles, -2936 West 8Lh ;-'v-.reet, 
Los Angeles, California, have been utilized for roeetings by Coir.r.unist 
Party members and sympathizers over a period of years. Speakers 
and lecturers at the church frequently espouse Communist causes or 
follow the Communist Party line. Communist front group literature; 
is distributed at the church. The church is used by seme Communist 
Party members for "mass concentration" work. 

This same infiltration extends to adjuncts of the 
church such as the Unitarian Public Forum and the FeMpvrship fer 
Social Justice, formerly known as the Unitarian-Universai ist 
Fellowship for Social Justice. 

STEPHEN £ FRITCHMAN has been minister of the church 
since 19^8.

Page 115 j as a very active "Communist fronter" and connected with 
numerous "Communist front organizations and activities", 

Membership in the First Unitarian Church does not, of 
itself, connote membership in or sympathy with the Cownunist Party.

A source advised on Kay 27 » 1968, that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern Califcrr^ia area began 
its operations in the late fall of 1961, as an. affiliate of the 
national organization formed that year in Washington, D, C, 

It is a peace oriented women’s organization which is opposed 
to the present American foreign pol.icy in Vietnam. It has 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abo?.i.tion 
of the House Committee cn Dn-Amsrican Activities. In addition 
to conducting nurrierous letter wrj.ting campaigns which concern 
current United States civil rights and foreign policy problems, 

WSP locally has become quite active in draft counselirjg and draft 
leafleting. Counseling, in the form of providing i.nformatiorj 
concerning alternatives to the draft, and distributing leaflets 
providing this information have taken place on a.o inci'easingly 
consistent pace. Much of the leafleti7Jg takes place adjacent to 
high school campuses and in shopping centers. WSP feels that these 
methods of opposing United States interventi.on i.n Vietnam have been 
quite effective and more effective tnan frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the war in Viatr.aro. 


The same source stated that WiP is a jion -membership 
organization and has no officers. The organization is open 
to women of all political opinions who are interested in world 
peace. It makes no effort to exclude from its activities members 
of, or persons sympathetic to, tne CommuTiist Party and related 
groups . 


The guiding force behind the southern California 
WSP groups is MARY CLARKE. A second source advised in July, 

1955 j that CLARKE was dropped from the Western Division, Los 
Angeles County Con!mu.nist Party (lACCP) in the spring of 1955, 
personal reasons and net because of aiiy polit.lcal differences with 
the LACCP.

The ’’People’s V7orld”, a weekly west coast communist 
newspaper, in its issue of November 5, 1966, j.n an article on 
Page 3j describes the Peace Action Council (PAC) as, "a coordinating 
agency for peace activists” which conducts emergency mobilizations 
and demonstrative actions against the war in Vietnam. 

On July 22, 19^6, a source reported that the PAC, 
which has also been known as the Greater Los Angeles Peace 
Action Council (C-IiAPAC), was formed during the early summer of 
1966, for the express purpose of protesting the v.'ar In Vietnam 
during the National Goveriiors’ Conference held In Los Angeles, 
California from Jv^ 4 to July 8, 1966. E’ollovfing the conclusion 
of that conference, the PAC members decided to continue as a 
coordinating group to sponsor similar protest demonstrations at 
later dates. 


This source was recontacted on Kay 8, 1968, and ‘reported 
that the PAC continues to operate under the same basic concept.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Socj.ety (SDS), as it 
is known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in Jvme, I962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of protesting 
the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop a conscientious 
objector status, denouncing United States intervention in the vjar 
in Vietnam, and to "radically transform" the university community, 
and provide for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, 

General Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United States International in San Francisco, 
California, on Ma^l4, described the SDS as a part of the 

"responsible left" which the Party ha.s "going for us". At the 
June, 1965^ SDS National Convention, an anti-communist proviso 
was removed from the SDS constitution. In the October 1 , 19 ^ 6 , 
issue of "New Left Notes", the official publication of SDS, an 
SDS spokesman stated that there are some communi.sts in SDS and 
they are welcome.

(YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, This 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nationv^ide 
supporter clubs of the publication YS. 

The above issue. Page 6, set forth the Pounding Declaration 
of the YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA recognizes the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the o:.ly existing political leader- 
ship on class stru^le principles of revolutionary socialism. 

On May 10, 19^7, a source advised that the YSA was 
formed during 1957, by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SV/P, The source further 
advised that the YSA has recently become more open about admitting 
that it is the youth group of the SWP and that an SVIP representative 
has publicly stated that the YSA is the SVi/P's youth group. 

The National Headquarters of the YSA are located in 
Rooms 532 - 536 , 4l Union Square V/est, Nev/ York City. 

On October 31 > 19^7 > a second source advised that at 
the 22nd National Convention of the SVIP held in Hew York City 
from October 26, 196?^ to October 29> 1967> it was stated that the 
YSA remained as the main recruiting ground for new SWP members. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant

A source advised on May 27, 1968, that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall of I 961 , as an affiliate of the 
national organization formed that year in Washingto.rj, D. C, 

It is 8 peace oriented women's organization which is exposed 
to the present Americ&ri foreign policy in ’Vietnam.. It has 
also sought legislation which would bring about the abolition 
of the House Committee on Un-Ameilcan Activities. In addition 
to conducting nuirieircus letter writing campaigns which concern 
current United States civil rights and foreign policy problems, 

WSP locally has become quite act.ive in draft counseling and draft 
leafietihg. Co^onseling, in the form of providing information 
concerning alternatives to the draft, and distributing leaflets 
providing this .information have taker, place on an increasingly 
consistent pace. Much of; the Isafleting takes place adjacent to 
high school campuses and ir. snopping centers, W.3? feels that these 
methods of opposing United States intervention in Vietnam have been 
quite effective and. more effective tnar frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the w-ar in Vietnam. 

The same source .«itateb. that WSP is a non -membership 
organization and has r.o officers. Ihe organizati'''u is open 
to women of all political cp.lnions who are interested in world 
peace. It makes no effort to exclude from its activities members 
of, or persons sympathetic to, tne Communist Party and related 
groups .

This organization was formed as a result 
of the National Conference of Young Socialist Supporters held in 
Detroit, Michigan, in December, 1958, where a loose national 
organization was created arouns the YS with headquarters in New 
York City. 


The organization remained unnamed, although commonly 
referred to as the Los Angeles Committee of Young Socialist 
Supporters (LACYSS) xintil February, i960, when they adopted the 
name Young Socialist Alliance (YSA). 

A second National Conference of YS Supporters was held 
April 15-17> i 960 , at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, at which the 
national organization YSA was created. The YS.A at Los Angeles is 
an integral part of the national organization and receives its 
directives ' from YSA Headquarters in New York City. 

The YSA in Los Angeles is actually the youth organization 
of the SV/P and follows the SWP aims and purposes to the letter.

GIWAW demands 
the immediate and unconditional withdrawal of 
all U. S. Troops from Vietnam. GIWAW has been 
infiltrated and is currently controlled by 
members of the Los Angeles Branch • Young 
Socialist Alliance (LAB-Y5A) (See Appendix 
"Young Socialist", Young Socialist Alliance, 
and Young Socialist Alliance - Los Angeles). 

On April 12, 19^9f a Southern California High School- 
College Anti-War planning conference was held at 8162 Melrose 
Avenue, Los Angeles, California, as indicated by a throwaway 
leaflet. which announced this conference. Hie throwaway 
leaflet suggested that for further information concerning the 
conference, that an individual should call the Student 
Mobilization Committee (SMC) or GIWAW. 


On August 9j 1968 , Source Two advised that the 
SMC is composed of young people, primarily of 
college students, whose interest is protesting

Women’s International Strike for Peace 


A source advised on May 12, 196 $, that the Women 
Strike for Peace (WSP) in the Southern California area began 
its operations in the late fall of 19^1, as an affiliate of the 
national organization formed that year in V/ashington, D.C. 

WSP is a peace oriented v/omen’s organization which is 
opposed to the present United States foreigrj policy in Vietnam, 

It has also sought D.egislation which would bring about the 
abolition of the House Committee on C.i-American Activities. 

In addition to conducting numerous letter writing campaigns on 
subjects which cop-cern current United States civil rights and 
foreign policy problems, WSP locally has become quite active in 
draft counseling. This counseling, in the form of providing 
information concerning alternatives to the draft, has taken place 
at an increasingly consistent pace. WSP feels that these forms of 
opposing United States intervention in Vietnam have been quite • 
effective and more effective than frequent participation in 
demonstrations protesting the war in Vietnam. 

The same source stated that WSP is a non-membership 
organization and has no officers. The organization is open 
to vromen of all political persuasions v/ho are interested in 
world peace. No effort is made to exclude from its activities 
members of, or persons sympathetic to, the Cojnmunist Party and 
related groups. 

The guiding force behind the Southern California V.’SP 
is MARY CLARKE. A second source advised in July 1955> that 
CLARKE v;as dropped from the VJestern Division, Los Angeles County 
Communist Party (LACCP) in the spring of 19^^>j for personal 
reasons and not because of any political differences with the 
lACGP.
